Mr. Cowen paid a great tribute 
to British journalism,:as roepre- 
sented by'the London Times when 
he-said that the ore aim of the 
paper was truth. ‘ A large sum of 
mohey was spent annually by the 
‘Times, with’ no apparént “retpra 
for it, but the paper had the satis- 
faction of knowing that the 
accuracy of its ‘news bad been 
assured as far’as was humanly 
possible. . Above all considera- 
tions; popularity, finance or 
circulations, came truth. 

“It was during tho last: stages of 
the ‘Boxer War -thut Mr. Cowen 
came to China, to‘ represent, the 
London Times and fie ‘found that 
in the whole of North China thoro 
was nota single daily newspaper, 
foreigh or Chinese, “J have madu 
caroful enquiry, and'I can find no 
trace. of any daily paper,” said 
Mr. Cowen. “So I make the 
clgim, such as it is, that I started 
the first daily’ paper in North 
China, and ‘eonsequently am the 
father of daily journalism out 
here. Since that time there havo 
beén many newspapers; it séems 
indeed that-there are new ones 
almost ‘every. doy, and looking 
round, I einnot say that Iam 
particularly proud of some of my 
children.” _
